§1847. JUDICIAL REVIEW OF DEPARTMENT ACTION

An applicant, certificate holder or intervenor aggrieved by afinal decision of the department in granting
or denying an application for a certificate of public advantage, refusing to act on an application or imposing
additional conditions or measures with regard to a certificate of public advantage is entitled to judicial review
of the final decision in accordance with the Maine Administrative Procedure Act. [ 2005, c.
